We don't like to make it a habit to throw 
bouquets at someone for doing what they should 
have done in the first place, but there are 
exceptions. 

Tuesday night was one of the few times we 
can recall when the members of a governmental 
body opted not to give itself a pay raise that was 
already budgeted. The board was the South Bay 
City Commission and the raise would have been 
for $25 per month. 

Of course it only makes good sense not to 
vote yourself a raise when you're facing major 
problems with sewers, water, streets and 
garbage collection, along with the other usual 
problems faced by any city today. 

But good sense doesn't often prevail when a 
person starts taking actions designed to feather 
his own nest. 

That's why we so appreciated the comments 
by Commissioner O'Neal Walker when he said it 
would be too much like Congress voting itself a 
raise in the middle of rampant inflation 
wrapped around a recession with the possibility 
of a depression in the near future. 

“With all the problems we face," Walker 
said, “I couldn't in good conscience vote for a 
raise in рау.”

Such good friends 


Sometimes it helps to have friends in the right 
places. 

When Palm Beach County Environmental 
Control Officer Dennis P. Koehler went before 
the county's Environmental Management 
Committee Wednesday with a plea to drop the 
agricultural exemption from the county's 
Environmental Control Act, the cards were 
stacked against him. 

Chairman of the committee is County 
Commissioner E.W, “Вид” Weaver of Lake 
Harbor, who has repeatedly reaffirmed his 
support of the exemption. Опе of the two 
remaining members of the commmittee is 
Commissioner Robert Johnson, who has already 
told Koehler to stick to administration and leave 
pólicy making to the county commission. 

That was on the occasion Koehler contacted 
Florida Sugar Cane League President George 
Wedgworth in an attempt to remove the 
~exemption. 

We're as much for clean air and water as 
anyone but sometimes priority has to be given 
to something else...such as food production, 
particularly at a time when the world 
conference on food shortage in Rome has been 
trying to come up with some way of feeding the 
world's starving. 

No homemaker has to. be reminded of 
spiralling costs of food. She sees it every time 
she goes to the supermarket and notice the price 
of sugar has risen another five cents a pound. 

Just as we believe farmers should be able to 
develop land in the southwest portion of the 
county (which has been designated agricultural 
since 1948) so we believe farmers should be 
given.some leeway. 

This is especially true in the light of county 
environmentalists' track record and the fact the 
sugar industry isn't trying to get out from under 
any kind of regulation. 

Time and again the-county pollution fighters 
have made unreasonable demands in the name 
of pure air and water. Ask any city official in 
the county. 

Koehler has said in the past he wouldn't do 
anything to jeopardize the industry and he could 

. be speaking in good faith. 

But it remains a well-known tenet of political 
science that the primary function of any 
governmental agency, once formed, is its own 
perpetuation and expansion.

Last year almost 10,000 pedestrians were killed and 
some 150,000 injured. Of this tragic toll, more than half of 
the people killed were 4 years of age and under or 65 and 
over. In fact, the figure is precisely 62 per cent of those 
injured were among the youngest and oldest members of 
our population. 

‘The reasons for this are not too difficult to analyze but 
solutions are hard to come by.

‘Avoid standing or walking on roads at night. If you 
must walk the road at night, walk on the left side facing 
the oncoming traffic and wear white - or better yet, 
reflective material, to make yourself highly visible to 
drivers.

Hamilton speaks 


„by JEROME TURK & EDW. WALSH 


New York, Nov. 22, 1774-Can a 
19-year-old college boy successful- 
ly defend the recent Congress 
against the crunching attacks of 
loyalist thinkers? 

A young prodigy named 
Alexander Hamilton is attempting 
it, just as boldly as he leaped from 
obscurity among New York's 
patriots last summer. He gave a 
rousing Speech which has earned 
him the friendship of the brawling 
Sons of Liberty. 

Today the. slender immigrant 
from the West Indies is secluded 
in his dormitory room .at King’s 
College. He's at work'on an essay 
entitled A Full Vindication of the 
Members of Congress. 

It’s a sound and spirited 
repudiation of the powerful 
loyalist pamphlet, Free Thoughts, 
ridiculing Congress and its acts. 
The latter. is, suspected to have 
come from the quill of the clever: 
and erudite Rev. Samuel Seabury. 
Seabury is in league with the 
president of Hamilton’s own 
college, Dr. Myles Cooper, and 
two other Anglican clergymen. 

We chanced to meet Alexander 
Hamilton: yesterday: а! а tailor 
shop оп Water Street. He's about 
five-foot seven, slight of frame. He 
has an uncommonly handsome 
"face. 

Deep-set blue' eyes, fair 
complexion and firm chin are 
crowned by brown hair with a hint 
of red in it. He carries himself 
remarkably erect, which adds 
dignity to the young man's 
presence. 

In conversation, Hamilton's 
face lights with. animation апа 
zest. Even though we saw him 
only- momentarily before he 
departed, we got the impression of 
a ‘charming fellow. who speaks 
rapidly and well. 

“The: a smart lad, he is. 
He'll gi the Reverend his 
comeuppance,’ said Hercules 
Mulligan, the tailor, a great broth 
of a man who was born in 
Coleraine, Ireland. Now 34, a 
bachelor and a staunch Son of 
Liberty, Mulligan has acted as 
Hamilton's patron since. Alexan- 
der arrived here two years.ago. 

Other than the fact that friends 
in the West Indies had chipped in 
to send the boy to the colonies for 
an education, Mulligan revealed 
no more of Hamilton's obscure 
‘origins. But he was effusive in his 


“Alexander has brilliance. He 
finished his college preparatory 
work in one year over in New 
Jersey at Elizabethtown: Then 1 
myself took him to Dr. Wither- 
spoon in the college at Prince 
Town. He asked to take classes at 
his own pace. He could have been 
out of college in a year, too. Dr. 
Witherspoon tested him and 
agreed. But later he said college 
policy was against it, so 
Alexander came to King’s in New 
York.” 

All this conversation was 
taking place as Mulligan measur- 
ed me for a new waistcoat, mine 
having been badly stained when 
Capt. Issac Sears hurled a 
“Bellows-top flip” at me during a 
slight misunderstanding. 

Mulligan roared with laughter 
when Edward Walsh told him of 
the incident. ''That Isaac--a 


-~ terrible-tempered man. But never 


a truer Son of Liberty. So's Alex 
McDougall.” 

Mulligan told us how the Sons 
have been trying for years to keep 
a "liberty pole” up in the Fields, 
an open area north of Broadway. 
Redcoats of the 16th Regiment of 
Foot have kept cutting it down. 

'"We've had some mighty 
brawls with those soldier boys,” 
Mulligan said, proudly pointing 
out that the latest pole is still up in 
the Fields. 

“That’s the spot where the 
Hamilton lad made his mark last 
July 6," the tailor revealed. 
Nearly a thousand people, warm- 


ед up by Alexander McDougall, 


crowded around to hear patriot 
leaders air the grievances of the 
colonies. 

Suddenly a slight, fair-skinned 
boy leaped to the platform and 
began to speak: ''You deserve a 
voice, you have a right to a voice. 
You cannot be taxed without 
representation." Alexander Нат- 
ilton thrilled “his listeners with 
stirring words and sound logic. 

That night, anyone in. New 
York who hadn’t heard him, heard 
about him.

What other business today can say “we are over 
15,000 times bigger than when we first started 41 
years ago."

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We believe in the Cross. Man cannot answer . 
his own deepest question. Man is both important 
enough and needy enough for Christ to die for 
him. That cross symbolizes. God's love for all 
people, a love that carries it to fullest 
expression in death, “Greater love hath no man 
than this, that he lays down his life for a 
friend." The Cross really means, “Сой was in 
Christ reconciling the world unto himself." II 
Corinthians 5:19.'God has taken the initiative to 
save us. God suffered to give us abundant life. 

We believe in the forgiveness of sins. We 
state this in our creeds; I wish all of us believed 
itin our hearts. No one is beyond the pale, no sin 
is so hideous that God cannot forgive it. 
Justification by faith, which is the theme of the 
Protestant Reformation and the Weselyn 
revival, means that any person can sing in his 
heart every day because he has been forgiven. 
God saves us not because of our good works, but 
because of his love for us. The good works 
follow, but ar not the cause of salvation. 

We believe in discipline living. The word 
“Methodist” means “а methodical way to live 
the good life." We develop holy habits. One of 
the background documents of our church is the 
General Rules. In summary they say: Do no 
harm, do all the good you can, and attend upon 
the ordinances of God. This is the basis of a 
discipline life. Life is at its best not when it is 
allowed to run like wild horses but when it is 
harnessed to carry loads that belong to us. 

'We believe in the centrality of love. Christian 
love is the greatest force in the world. It binds 
us to God and to our fellow man. It is the law of 
life because it fulfills every law. Jesus 
emphasized it by word and example. Paul said, 
“АП other plans, powers ‘and skills are nothing 
unless we have love.":Now this makes the 
Christian life demanding, challenging and 
rewarding-''It never fails." It is the answer to 
all our relationship problems that we may have 
with our fellow man. 

We believe in Conversion, that life can be 
changed. We are not locked in. All of us can 
experience spirtiual rebirth. 

We believe in Assurance. The sheep know 
their shepherd. The Holy Spirit assures us that 
we belong to Him. All of us can have this 
certainty registered deep within our souls. 

We believe in the Church. It is the body of 
Christ. There is no Christiafilty, historically, 
without the church. A man said to me, “Му 
church is nature. I love it and live out of doors 
as much as possible. This is God's world so this 
is my church." I asked about hís mission 
enterprise, children's homes, and great 
concerns for others. There are no substitutes for 
the church. It is needed to keep the Gospel alive, 
as a challenge for our united ministries, and to 
unite us in the search for the guidance of God. 
No other agency in society is strictly in the 
business of making God real to us than the 
church. 

We believe in the Kingdom of God. The 
Kingdom. of God within our souls must find 
expression in the good life for others. We believe 
that Christ wants the world to be Christian, else 
he would not have prayed, “Thy Kingdom come, 
thy will be done on earth as it is in Heaven.” I 
can't do much ábout the affairs of Heaven, but 
Ican lend a hand in making this a better world. 
Everything, therefore, that I touch should be 
influenced by my commitment to the Kingdom 
ot God. 

We believe in life everlasting. One will not 
find fullness in this life unless he knows it is 
moving toward something finer and better 
hereafter. Ours is a religion of the empty tomb. 
We affirm the resurrection of Jesus and life 
everlasting. 

Beliefs, ‘however, can be cold and 
impersonal. They can be lodged in a book 
somewhere and never find any kinship to life. If, 
however, our faith is to be active and our lives 
are involved we have, to learn to think 
theologically. All things are not clearcut. All 
things afe not between the clearly right and the 
clearly wrong. All choices are not easy. So the 
United Methodist Church has four guides for 
theological thinking, for evaluating beliefs. 
They are: the Bible, tradition, experience, 
reason. The Bible is the written authority. Our 
question’ is, what is the total impact of the 
Scriptures?We are a part of history so the 
experiences of the ages are a helpful guide. 
Milton.said the secret'of success in life is the 
power to build upon the past. Under the 
in-dwelling of the Holy Spirit what do we feel 
within? What is this innerguide? Our own 
experience. And finally, what makes sense, 
what seems to be reasonable? 

When our beliefs go awry or on tangents it is 
because we have depended upon one or two of 
these but h: not checked belief against all 
four. With this as our guide we should come out 
not only with the right answers, but answers 
that will bring richness and balance to life. 

One final word: We believe in the priesthood 


` of believers. We are in this on the same team, 


laity and clergy. Clergy is not set apart with 
special authority nor is the laity, but we join 
hands as witnesses to Christ through his church. 
We are all ministers and are in the ministry. 
Don't get careless about believing, for sloppy 
thinking results in slothful living. What we 
believe really determines who we are and what 
we do.
